H, H, Huggins Found Dead 
-.. in Bed---Morphine in 
Whisky.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)}—H. A. 
Higgins, who has been representing a New 
York house throughout the south for some 
time past and who reached Macon last 
on the 23d instant, was found dead in bed 
at the Brown House this morning by a 
chambermaid. 

Higgins was about 48 years of age and 
was well Known to the southern mer- 
chants who Geal in his line. Soon after 
réaching Macon last week Higgins be- 
gen drinking, and though he made no 
noise about it he managed to keep a good 

aboard. . 

turday afternoon he was about the 
office and was in a passable condition. 
‘That night he retired and remained in his 
room all Sunday and Monday, drinking 
what he wanted without going out after 
it. Early this morning the chambermaid 
making her rounds found him dead in his 
bed and at once reported her discovery 
at the office.- 

The coroner was notified, and with a 

jury made an investigation. In the room 
were found whisky and morphine, as well 
as a syringe by which morphine could 
be taken hypodermically. One bottle con- 
tainei liquor and in it wag a sediment 
the coroner believed to have been mor- 
phine, which had been emptied into the 
bottle. All the circumstances indicated 
that death had resulted from a dose of 
morphine, but there were no indications 
of a suicidal intent and the verdict of the 
Jury so declared.

Lynched Negro; Wounded Sheriff. 

Scottsboro, Ala., June 30.—(Special.)— 
Andrew Dimms, a negro, was taken from 
the jail last night and hanged by a 
mab. 

The negro was arrested Sunday for 
an attempt to criminally assault Miss 
Alma, the 19year-old daughter of Dr. 
B.. B. Smith, and the first that Sheriff 
Austin knew of the mob was when it 
put In’ an appearance in the hallway of 


The sheriff seized, two pistols and, 
mounting the stairs, said. he would kill 
any one that attempted to come up. The 
threat was met with a volley and the 
sheriff emptied his revover in reply. Be- 
fore he could reload he was shot down. 
One shot took effect in his right leg 
and the other in his parton arm, thereby 
disabling him. 

Drew Guns on Woman. 
' The daughter of the sheriff ran to her 
father and was at once covered by a 
pistol in the hands of a member of the 
mob and made to deliver the keys to 
the cell in which the negro was im- 
mured. The cell was quickly unlocked 
and the trembling negro was led out 
with.a halter. He was marched to a 
place in the west end of town, where 
the other end of the rope was thrown 


the negro was drawn up. The telephone 
wires were cut so as to prevent the call- 
ing for aid, and one of the masked men 
went across the square and summoned a 
doctor, who responded promptly and 
dressed the wounds of the sheriff. 

Sheriff Austin had no intimation of the 
intended lynching and. made no prepara- 
tions to put on extra guards. The lynch- 
ing was so quietly conducted that only 
a few people knew of the approach of 
the mob or the hanging until they went 
down. town this morning.

At noan today a squadron of the famous 
Seventh cavalry, United States army. will 
reach Rome, where they will remain in 
camp for the balance of the week. 

Rome has made the most elaborate pre- 
parations to receive and entertain them 
and their stay in the city will be one con- 
tinuous round of social pleasure and en- 
joyment. 

While here the cavalrymen will give 
daily exhibition drills at Hamilton park, 
where an immense arena has been prepar- 
ed for their use.

lege Peonage Cases Brought 


Before General Assembly, 


McRee Camp in Which Peonage Is 


Said to Have Occurred Is Not. 
Under the Control of Georgia 
Prison Commis- 
sion. 


The charge that peonage, or something 
like it, has been practiced in Georgia was 
brought to the attention of members of 
the legislature yesterday. 

On the desk of each member there was 
placed, by whom nobody seems to know, 
a reproduction in circular form of a pub- 
lication: which appeared recently in The 
Waycross Journal. This article has been 
widely copied and used as an exhibit in 
the current discussion of the peonage 
question in the northern press. 

While there is no allegation to that 
effect, the impression made by this arti- 
cle is that it in some way involves the 
prison system of the state. As & matter 
of fact, neither the penitentiary system 
sor the misdemeanor system figures in 


this discussion in any degree. The Mc-|{ 


Rees, against whom the charges are 
made, do not operate a misdemeanor camp 
nor handle convicts at all. 

The Waycross Story. 

The circular which was placed on the 
desks of members of the house tells of 
negro women being confined in the McRee 
camp without trial, and in one instance, 
being forced to marry a negro, in spite 
of the fact that she was already mar- 
ried: 

Investigation at the office of the prison 
commission disclosed the fact that the 
so-called camps of the McRees are not 
convict camps at all, and that the commis- 


‘sion has nothing whatsoever to do with 


thein. 
At one time the McRees worked the 


misdemeanor convicts for Lowndes coun- 
ty. Char, « were filed against their camp 
and the inves*'vation by the commission 
resulted in the breaking up of the camp. 
While the order mate at the time was 
not for the removal] of the convicts, the 
effect was the same. The county authori- 
ties were ordered to assume direct coun: 
trol. This they did and consequently took 
the convicts away from the McRee camp 
and since have worked them on the 
roads. 

The records of the prison commission 
show that on February 23, 1901, an inves- 
tigation was had of the charges made 
against the McRees, then operating a mis- 
demeanor convict camp for Lowndes 
county. The record sets forth -that the 
commission found that the camp had been 
properly organized and that for a time 
it had been operated in accordance with 
the law under the direct supervision of 
the county authorities. But after October, 
1898. and up to the time of the investiga- 
tion, the county authorities had permit- 
ted the lessees to handle the convicts en- 
tirely, having no officials at the camps 
and. requiring no reports. 

After going thoroughly into all the tes- 
timony, tli commission reported that the 
convicts were in the main well fed and 
well clothed. anda cared for in other re- 
spects humanely. 

“If any convicts,’’ the report goes on to 
say, “have been kept tonger than the 
terms imposed upon them by the courts, 
it has not been satisfactorily proven.” 
Brought to Attention of Grand Jury. 

In regard to the charges of kidnaping 
and other outrages alleged to have been 
committed under the color of the chain- 
gang, the commission says: 

“The evidence t« very vyoluminous and 
conflicting. If true, it tends to connect 
parties not directly in charge of, or in- 
terested in, the chaingang, and therefore 
has no bearing upon the management 
thereof by the county authorities. For 
this reason no attempt has been made 
to reconcile the conflicting testimony or 
to pasa upon these features of the case. 
Nevertheless, it is félt to be the duty of 
the governor and the prison commission 
to call these matters tc Te etteati:® of 
the grand jury of Lowndes county, the 
solicitor general of that judicial circuit 
and other offiials who are charged with 
the enforcement of the law of the state, 
as it is believed that matters of such a 
serious nature, involving the violation of 
the criminal laws, the liberty of the citi- 
zens, and the good name of the state and 
of Lowndes county, should be investigat- 
ed. The use of the record in this case is 
tendered these officials in making. this 
investigation.”’ 

The ordersof the commission was that 
the county officials of Lowndes imme- 
diately, through their proper officers and 
guards, resume control of the convicts. 
If they failed to do this, the state warden 
would remove the convicts from Lowndes 
county and dispose of them in a manner 
to be thereafter determined, 

The result was that the Lowndes county 
officials did immediately resume control 
of the convicts and shortly afterwards 
took them away from the “fcRee place, 
and since have worked them or? the road. 


No Anti-Peonage Law in Georgia. 

One other thing disclosed by the inves- 
tigation made yesterday is that there is 
no Georgia law against peonage. 

The peonage law is a federal statute 
designed to make effective that ‘‘involun- 
tary servitude’ clause of the constitu- 
tion. The only state law under which 
imprisonment offenses such as are here 
charged could be punished is the statute 
against false imprisonment, and that Is 
made a misdemeanor. This explains why 
it is thaf prosecutions of this character 
of cases are in the federa] rather than 
the state courts.

If she answers 
“no,” or answers nothing, then this 
government should promptly turn to 
the Nicaragua route and see what can 
be done and quickly done there.

Past 
endeavors to regulate the local police 
affairs of the states have not been prof- 
itable and obtained ths condemnation 
of President Grant, President Hayes 
and other high authorities in both 
great parties in congress. If The New 
York Herald is right in ascribing the 
lynching fever to a microbe then that 
microbe has' existed in the world since 
the day that Cain slew Abel and its 
treatment must, to be effectual, be lo-| 
cal and individual. If the law of the 
vicinage will be despised and over- 
ridden by the mob, how much less will 
the law of the congress be laughed at 
and ignored by those who raise and 
ride these whirlwinds of passion that 
end in lynching! 

Uncle Joe's own town hac a record 
in the lynthing line, for two negroes 
were lynched in Danville in 1895 under 
the wildest circumstances. Not even 
the commanding. influence of Uncle 
Joe in the city where he is worshiped 
could save the brutes. Four lynchings 
have happened in Illinois since Febru- 
ary, 1902, and The St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, a red-hot republican paper, 
says of them, in connection with the 
‘late Belleville affair:

Touching and eloquent tribute to the 
memory of the late president pro tem of 
the’ senate was paid by his fellow-sena- 
tors, yesterday. The report of the special 
committee appointed to draft snitable 


resolutions came up as the special order 
of the day. These were presented ite! 


Senator Skelton, who made a few app oe 


priate remarks. The resolutions read as 


follows: 

Whereas, during the past session of this 
body, Hon. Patriek J. Sullivan, the distin- 
guished senator from the eighteenth senatorial 
district, while in the efficient and faithful dis- 
charge of his arduous duties as a member of 
the | genera! assembly, was suddenty stricken 
by death; and, 

Whereas, his eminent ability as a lawmaker, 
and\ his untiring devotion to the duties of the 
— ial position, which for two terms he had 

pe apt at the request of a grateful electorate, 
conimanded and deserved the unstinted respect 
of the state. which he so faithfully represented, 
and this body in which he so earnestly served; 


Whereas, the close ties formed by his rela- 
tions with the members of this body were 
so tender, and yet so strong, that his untimely 
death seemed not only a loss, but a calamity. 

Be it, therefore, resolved by the senate of 
Georgia. that in the death of Senator Sulli- 
van this ehamber has lost one of its most 
capable and unselfish members, hie district , 
able, faithful and fearless reperesentative, and 
this state a generous, useful and patriotic cit- 
izen,; 

Be it further resolved, that these resolutions 
be entered upon the journal of the senate and 
a capy thereof be furnished to the press. 

Following the reading of the resolu- 
tions, which were adopted unanimously 
and with a standing vote, Senator Davis 
and Senatof Bill Smith paid eloquent tri- 
butes to the character, the personality 
and the success of Senator Sullivan. The 
exercisies were most inpressive. 

More Time Granted to Railroads. 

The senate passed the bill, introduced 
by Mr. Howell by request? granting to 
railroads in process of construction an 
extension of charter sights under certain 
circumstances. 

The bill provides for the amendment of 
Section 2166 of the code which provides 
for, the forfeiture of charters granted to 
corporations to construct railroads when 
the: companies have found it impossiblé 
te construct and operate the required 
length of road within the time specified 
by the charters. The gist of the meas-: 
ure is set forth in the following additional 
provisions which are, by this bill, added 
to the section referred to: 

“Provided, the secretary of state, for cause 
showm, may relieve any forfeiture above pro- 
vided for and extend the time of constructing, 
equipping and operating said 15 miles of road, 
or ‘the entire road, if the same be of less 
length that 15 miles, of any such railroad 
company which has come within the provistons 
of the above clause, for a period of two years. 
Only one such extension shall be granted, and 
said forfeiture shail be relieved only once. 
Such relief may be granted in favor of rail- 
read corporations which have become subject to 
said forfeiture within the last two years. Such 
reljef shall not be granted unless applied for 
within one year after the cause of forfeiture 
has arisen, and euch relicf shall not be grant- 
ed 10 any corporation which had not graded at 
leapt ten miles of ite roadway at the time of 
the arising of such cause for forfeiture or the 
entire roadway, if the same be so long as 
ten’ miles.’ 

When the bill was called up, Senator Skel- 
ton said he would have to vote against it as 
he; considered it retroactive and unconstitu- 
tional. 

Senator Perry, chairman of the committee 
which reported the bill, argued strongly in ite 
favor, contending that it was neither retro- 
active nor unconstitutional, and explaining the 
difference between the conditions surrounding 
railroad construction in the northern part of 
the state and those obtaining in southern Geor- 
gia. lie contended that it is sometimes a phy- 
sical impossibility for the construction of rail- 
roads in the mountainous regions to meet the 
time limit fixed by the general law. It was 
to meet this handicap that this bill was intro- 
duced.

Bey g., up-for consideration, provid- 
ing for an amendment to the general 
appropriations bill so as to reduce the 
number of gallery: keepers of the house 
from three to’ one, and the number of 
assistant doorkeepers from five to two, 
In the end Speaker Morris was sustained 
in his position by the vote of 14 to 4. 

While the consideration of this bill 
was the occasion for the war of words, 
it was hardly the whole cause of it. 
The cause was rather the persistent fight 
which Mr. Hall has made to cut down 
the number of doorkeepers and gallery 
keepers, both at the last session and 
at this, these appointments being prac- 
tically the only patronage which falls to 
the lot of the speaker. 

Speaker Morris was heard in opposi- 
tion to the bill, and took occasion to say 
that the house was tired of the way 
in which Mr. Hail kept up this effort to 
cut off the house employees. 

“It is a continuation (7% the speaker- 
ship fight,” Mr. Morris declared. “Te 
question was never raised until after my 
election to the speatership, though Mr. 
Hall has been a member of the house 
for some years prior to that.’’ 

Mr. Morris said he considered it noth- 
ing more than an effort to cut the 
speaker’s patronage and regarded it as a 
personal fight on himself. 

Mr. Hall was equally emphatic in re- 
ply. He criticised the speaker for com- 
ing before the committee to oppose the 
bill. He declared there was nothing per- 
sonal in his action, but that it was a 
principle he was fighting for. He said 
that he had put Mr. Mitchell on notice 
that if he were elected speaker, he would 
do the same thing. 

This war of words was continued for 
some time, and Clerk John T. Boifeuiilet 
was called in to explain how the number 
of gallery keepers and doorkeepers, three 
and five, respectively, got into the gen- 
eral appropriations bill, Mr. Halli having 
declared it was never the intention of 
the house to provide for that num- 
ber. 

Finally at the end of the discussion 
the cOmmittee decided by a vote of M4 
to 4 to report the bill back with the 
recommendation that it do not pass. 

The committee approved an appropria- 
tion of $3,000 to supplement the insur- 
ance fund and to provide for insurance 
on the new buildings owned by the state 
at Milledg@ville and Athens.

Budapest, June 30.—Premier Hedervary’s 
appearance today in the lower house of 
the Hugarian diet for the purpose of un- 
folding the ministerial programme was 
signalized by scenes of extraordinary up- 
roar, during ich many insults were 
hurled at the premier.

There 
are numbers of tall pines, like grim seh- 
tinels guardimg the army of daisies that 
erect and alert as soldiers, yet suggest 
only “peace and quiet and loving words’’ 
én their beautiful uniforms of white and 
gold. The small lake in Springvale park 
is a great attraction. It is the peaceful 
home of small catfish, immense Salvini- 
voiced bull frogs end aquatic plants. An 
idyl of peace and happiness breathes in 
tender whispers from the cool surface of 
the lake, flecked with the broad leaves 
of white lilies and pink lotus buds. A 
steep screening bank is on one side of 
the lake with luxuriant ivy vines cover- 
ing its surface. Beside the walk around 
the lake are many settees with flowering 
shrubs near, where visitors may rest and 
enjoy the delicious coolness. There are 
no blue forget-me-nots that grow for hap- 
py lovers, but plenty of skimming swal- 
lows in summer twilights to give a note 
of life to the scene. 

The view from Poplar circle and Hurt 
street of the distant boulevards with 
electric cars going to and fro at night 
like a procession of chariots touched with 
the magic wand ‘of some fairy god- 
mother is a most compensating specta- 
cle. It is sweet ‘‘to lounge in the ilex 
shadows’ and swing in a_ grapevine 
swing for a delicious summer hour, but 
very comforting. to know that electric 
cars are always at hand to carry you 
swiftly back to business and the big office 
buildings. . © 

There are three chuurches in’ Inman 
Park—the Episcopal church of the Epi- 
phany, the Presbyterian and the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south. 

The Presbyterian church is very pleas- 
antly situated in a grove of oaks and is 
well attended, having a goodly member- 
ship. The Methodist church is very 
handsomely built of granite. with some 
beautiful memorial windows and is 
draped richly with a tender green man- 
tle of ivy. Th Methodist bishop of 
zeorgia, Rev. Warren A. Candler, lives 
in a lovely place in Inman Park. The 
Episcopal is a small mission church, but 
has a fine choir.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 30.—There were almost 
as many shares of stocks that changed 
hands during the first hour of trading to- 
day as there were for the first two hours 
in the newly awakened activity of the 
previous day's market. This first hour of 
trading had every appearance of anima- 
tion and well sustained strength, but the 
absorption power of the market was pret- 
ty well exhausted by this spurt and the 
dull -period of firmness which followed 
gave in the last hour to a general reac- 
tion under professional profit taking. The 
slight fluctuations during the first hour 
in view of the decided activity gave suf- 
ficient warning that profit taking was go- 
ing on freely.
